On April 23, 1999, Northern Kentucky Water Service District (“Northern District”) 

submitted an application for a Certificate of Public Convenience and Necessity to construct 

a $5,187,800 waterworks improvement project, for approval of its plan of financing for this 

project, and for adjustments to its water service rates. This project will provide new service 

to 345 additional customers. Project funding is a $2,287,000 bond issue to be purchased 

pursuant to an agreement with the U. S. Department of Agriculture’s Rural Development 

(“RO), a $1,828,000 private bond issue, a $886,800 Community Development Block Grant 

(“CDBG”) grant, a $1 00,000 contribution from the Kenton County Fiscal Court, a $1 0,000 

contribution from a local fund raising, and a $76,000 contribution from the Applicant. . 

Northern District‘s application was made pursuant to KRS 278.023, which requires 

the Commission to accept agreements between water utilities and the U. S. Department

of Agriculture or the U. S. Department of Housing and Urban Development and to issue 

the necessary orders to implementdhe terms of such agreements within 30 days of 

satisfactory completion of the minimum filing requirements. Given that minimum filing 

requirements were met in this case on April 23, 1999, KRS 278.023 does not grant the 

Commission any discretionary authority to modify or reject any portion of this agreement. 

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that: 

1. Northern District is hereby granted a Certificate of Public Convenience and 

Necessity for the proposed construction project.

Northern District’s proposed plan of financing with RD is accepted. 

Northern District is authorized to issue bonds not to exceed $4,115,000. 

Northern District shall file a copy of the “as-built” drawings and a certified 

statement that the construction has been satisfactorily completed in accordance with the 

contract plans and specifications within 60 days of the substantial completion of the 

construction certificated herein. 

5. The rates set out in Appendix A, which is attached hereto and incorporated 

herein, are the rates approved for service rendered on and after the date of this Order. 

6. Northern District shall submit its revised tariff setting out the rates in 

Appendix A within 30 days of the date of this Order. 

7. Three years from the effective date of this Order Northern District shall file 

an income statement, along with any pro forma adjustments, in sufficient detail to

demonstrate that the rates approved herein are sufficient to meet its operating expenses 

and annual debt service requirements. 

Nothing contained herein shall be deemed a warranty of the Commonwealth of 

Kentucky, or any agency thereof, of the financing herein accepted.

The Northern Kentucky Water Service District (formerly the Kenton County Water District #1) has planned for several 
years to expand service into the southern portion of Kenton County to serve a potential total of 436 new residential 
customers currently without potable water service; 258 or 59% of the new residential customers are low- and moderate- 
income households. The NKWSD will extend 20.3 miles of 8" water lines, with all appurtenanc 
service the 436 new residential customers along six roaddareas: Staffordsburg Road, Spillman 
Hempfling road, US 25/ Green Road, and Madison Pike (KY 17) with all appurtenances.

In July 1998, the Public Senrlce CommWon approved Kenton Campbell Counties' water dlsbicts to comblne as the 
Northem Kentucky Water Senrice District, effective January 1,1997. The Northem Kentucky 
rural water district, governed by the Public Service Commlssion, coping with rapid popul 
Kentucky and has constructed L water systems to handle the present and anticipated de 
is located in the southwest portion of Kenton County and is classified as semi-urban.

The area to be served by this project does not currently have public water service available;

Random water tests were conducted on project area cisterns in July 1996 and July & August 
1997, on behalf of the Northern Kentucky Water Service District. The total coliform 
membrane filtration tests revealed that 65 of the 86 tests (or 75.6%) were positive for total 
coliform which is an indicator that conditions are acceptable for pathogenic organisms to be 
present. Pathogenic organisms are "disease causing" which are capable of causing 
hepatitis, dysentery, diarrhea, and internal parasites. Of the 86 tests, 74 were tested for 
e.Coli and 31 or 42.9% of the 74 tested positive, indicating infiltration of fecal matter into 
these cisterns. Only 6 of the total 86 tests taken were determined to be "drinkable" water. 
The samples were collected randomly by staff of Will Linder and Associates and the Northern 
Kentucky Water Service District and tested at the lab of the Northern Kentucky Water 
Service District. The Northern Kentucky Water Service District is one of two State certified 
labs in the area; they maintain a State Bacteriological Analysis Certification (#00003). 

Household surveys revealed that 42 of 348 (12%) of the households surveyed reported 
stomach problems over the past fourteen months, which could be directly linked to the same 
type of bacteria found in the cisterns. This number may be low as the majority of households 
drink bottled water. 

8. Briefly discuss level of contamination in regard to sewage problems by area (Include source, 
type of problem, test results or studies conducted, etc.) fer tests shown above: 

According to conversations with the Northern Kentucky District Health Department (NKDHD), 
groundwater wells are not used by most households for fear of contamination from poorly 
operating/failing septic tanks. This is confirmed with only 4 households with wells reported 
by the surveys conducted on 348 households. However, improperly sealed, improperly 
maintained cisterns, and cisterns that have cracks can allow contaminated groundwater to 
flow into the cisterns as evidenced by the 31 positive e.Coli tests of the total 86 water 
samples (36%) taken in the past 14 months. The Northern Ky. District Health Dept. has 
stated a standard 50% contamination in cistern tests in their service area. There are no 
public sewers in this area and families must rely on septic systems; the only way to ensure 
safe, clean drinking water is to install public water lines or continue to utilize bottled water.

10. Briefly summarize other needs in the space provided. Additional pages are not allowed. 

Description of Need: 

The residents in the proposed area rely on cisterns for their water supply. The residents’ cisterns 
are most often tied into the home guttering, but must also be filled by water hauled during dry 
weather or if the roof surface does not provide enough water to meet their demand. As evidenced 
by the household surveys where 96% of the households reported using cisterns, 3% used other 
sources such as bottled water, and only 1% used wells, groundwater is not normally used due to the 
probability of contamination from septic system The area soil is in the Eden and Cynthiana soil 
associations, both of which have septic tank absorption fields classified as “severe” with little or no 
percolation; it allows it to perc, but does not allow the liquid to leach well. Groundwater in the area 
also has poor quality due to the high sulfur content, and there is insufficient quantity to meet 
household needs. 

Water sampling on cisterns in Kenton County has been for coliform bacteria only. The results of 
sampling evidenced by the Northern Kentucky District Health Department during the past several 
years has yielded a standard of 50% contamination indicating the presence of coliform bacteria. 
In the 86 water samples taken by staff of Will Linder and Associates and the Northern Kentucky 
Water Service District over the past 14 months, 75.6% (65 of 86) showed contamination with 36% 
(31 of 86) tested positive for e.Coli bacteria. The tests were done by the Northern Kentucky Water 
Service District water lab, one of two State certified labs in the Northern Kentucky area; the other 
is Cardinal Lab. The tests were total coliform membrane filtration tests; an indicator-test that 
conditions are right for pathogenic organisms to be present. Pathogenic organisms are disease 
causing organisms. With the testing done on the cistern water in the project area, the quality of the 
water in the cisterns is certainly doubtful. The e.Coli bacteria show evidence of contamination by 
sewage. 

Another concern for these families is the quantity; having enough water to drink, cook, bathe, do 
laundry, and flushing toilets. Through discussions with the Northern Kentucky Water Service District, 
there are only 2 major haulers in the area (hauling 750,000 to 100,000 per day) with 3 others on a 
small scale; only 2 making “emergency” deliveries on ths weekends. The cost of a load of water 
averages $40 each load and contains an average of 2,000 gallons. Most families required an 
average of two loads each month per information from the haulers. In these instances, water bills 
are $80 per month for water which, after a short time period, can test positive for coliform bacteria 
as evidenced by the water samples listed above. 

Inadequate fire protection in the area results in an increased cost for homeowners insurance. The 
insurance premium for a $50,000 brick home in the project area would be $367/year; with adequate 
water service and 
insurance premium would decrease to approximately $1 89 (50% reduction). This project would

BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF CDBG PROJECT (Maps included showing project location): 

The Northern Kentucky Water Service District (formerly the Kenton County Water District #1) has planned for several 
years to expand service into the southern portion of Kenton County to serve a potential total of 436 new residential 
customers currently without potable water service; 258 or 59% of the new residential customers are low- and moderate- 
income households. The NKWSD will extend 20.3 miles of 8" water lines, with all appurtenances, and 75 fire hydrants to 
service the 436 new residential customers along six roaddareas: Staffordsburg Road, Spillman Road, Rector Road, 
Hempfling road, US 25/ Green Road, and Madison Pike (KY 17) with all appurtenances. Funding for the project is from 
the proposed Community Development Block Grant program in conjunction with Rural Development (R0)funds and 
local contributions. 

In July 1996, the Public Servlce Commission approved Kenton & Campbell Counties' water districts to comMne as the 
Northern Kentucky Water Service District, effective January 1,1997. The Northern Kentucky Water Senrice District is a 
rural water district, governed by the Public Service Commission, coping with rapid population growth within Northern 
Kentucky and has constructed its water systems to handle the present and anticipated demands. The proposed project 
is located in the southwest portion of Kenton County and is classified as semi-urban. Construction standards and user 
fees differing from those of rural areas are applied in order to allow the Water Senrice District to undertake construction 
economically; reducing the need for upgrades on line size, reducing the cost of maintenance and significantly improving 
reliability. Presently, there are cast iron water lines in place that have sewed the district for over 100 years. 

The six roaddareas to be served rely on cisterns for their water supply and hauled water costs them about $80 a month 
for approximately 4,000 gallons ($40 per load, with an average of 2 loads per month); each load is approximately 2,000 
gallons. Within the past year, the rates have increased with only 2 major haulers supplying water to the area. 
Groundwater is not used to any significant degree in this area due to the poor characteristics of tha area soils in treating 
septic discharges. Although people consider cisterns safer than using wells, where septic systems could contaminate 
groundwater, information from the Northern Kentucky District Health Department indicates that water samples collected 
from cisterns in their service area have had a standard contamination rate of 50%. 

To provide potable water to these s a  areas, the project will install 20.3 miles of 8" waterline into Staffordsburg Road, 
Spillman Road, Rector Road, Hempfling Road, US 25IGreen Road, and Madison Pike with CDBGRD funds. Additional 
Rural Development funds will be used to provide potable water to an over-income area (Martin Road); this is not part of 
the CDBG project. The project has been restructured, using the minimum requirements for fire hydrants and the 
estimate for the CDBGRD project using cost estimates based on 8" waterline. The Water Service District will utilize 
conventional financing to fund the "upgrade" to 12" or 16" ductile iron piping or C-900 PVC which is more expensive 
"front-end" than other systems but reduces future maintenance and improves reliability.

Random water tests were conducted on project area cisterns in July 1996 and July & August 
1997, on behalf of the Northern Kentucky Water Service District. The total coliform 
membrane filtration tests revealed that 65 of the 86 tests (or 75.6%) were positive for total 
coliform which is an indicator that conditions are acceptable for pathogenic organisms to be 
present. Pathogenic organisms are “disease causing” which are capable of causing 
hepatitis, dysentery, diarrhea, and internal parasites. Of the 86 tests, 74 were tested for 
e.Coli and 31 or 42.9% of the 74 tested positive, indicating infiltration of fecal matter into 
these cisterns. Only 6 of the total 86 tests taken were determined to be “drinkable” water. 
The samples were collected randomly by staff of Will Linder and Associates and the Northern 
Kentucky Water Service District and tested at the lab of the Northern Kentucky Water 
Service District. The Northern Kentucky Water Service District is one of two State certified 
labs in the area; they maintain a State Bacteriological Analysis Certification (#00003). 

Household surveys revealed that 42 of 348 (12%) of the households surveyed reported 
stomach problems over the past fourteen months, which could be directly linked to the same 
type of bacteria found in the cisterns. This number may be low as the majority of households 
drink bottled water. 

8. Briefly discuss level of contamination in regard to sewage problems by area (Include source, 
type of problem, test results or studies conducted, etc.) fer tests shown above: 

According to conversations with the Northern Kentucky District Health Department (NKDHD), 
groundwater wells are not used by most households for fear of contamination from poorly 
operating/failing septic tanks. This is confirmed with only 4 households with wells reported 
by the surveys conducted on 348 households. However, improperly sealed, improperly 
maintained cisterns, and cisterns that have cracks can allow contaminated groundwater to 
flow into the cisterns as evidenced by the 31 positive e.Coli tests of the total 86 water 
samples (36%) taken in the past 14 months. The Northern Ky. District Health Dept. has 
stated a standard 50% contamination in cistern tests in their service area. There are no 
public sewers in this area and families must rely on septic systems; the only way to ensure 
safe, clean drinking water is to install public water lines or continue to utilize bottled water.

Description of Need: 

The residents in the proposed area rely on cisterns for their water supply. The residents’ cisterns 
are most often tied into the home guttering, but must also be filled by water hauled during dry 
weather or if the roof surface does not provide enough water to meet their demand. As evidenced 
by the household surveys where 96% of the households reported using cisterns, 3% used other 
sources such as bottled water, and only 1 % used wells, groundwater is not normally used due to the 
probability of contamination from septic systezs. The area soil is in the Eden and Cynthiana soil 
associations, both of which have septic tank absorption fields classified as “severe” with little or no 
percolation; it allows it to perc, but does not allow the liquid to leach well. Groundwater in the area 
also has poor quality due to the high sulfur content, and there is insufficient quantity to meet 
household needs. 

Water sampling on cisterns in Kenton County has been for coliform bacteria only. The results of 
sampling evidenced by the Northern Kentucky District Health Department during the past several 
years has yielded a standard of 50% contamination indicating the presence of coliform bacteria. 
In the 86 water samples taken by staff of Will Linder and Associates and the Northern Kentucky 
Water Service District over the past 14 months, 75.6% (65 of 86) showed contamination with 36% 
(31 of 86) tested positive for e.Coli bacteria. The tests were done by the Northern Kentucky Water 
Service District water lab, one of two State certified labs in the Northern Kentucky area; the other 
is Cardinal Lab. The tests were total coliform membrane filtration tests; an indicator test that 
conditions are right for pathogenic organisms to be present. Pathogenic organisms are disease 
causing organisms. With the testing done on the cistern water in the project area, the quality of the 
water in the cisterns is certainly doubtful. The e.Coli bacteria show evidence of contamination by 
sewage. 

Another concern for these families is the quantity; having enough water to drink, cook, bathe, do 
laundry, and flushing toilets. Through discussions with the Northern Kentucky Water Service District, 
there are only 2 major haulers in the area (hauling 750,000 to 100,000 per day) with 3 others on a 
small scale; only 2 making “emergency” deliveries on ths weekends. The cost of a load of water 
averages $40 each load and contains an average of 2,000 gallons. Most families required an 
average of two loads each month per information from the haulers. In these instances, water bills 
are $80 per month for water which, after a short time period, can test positive for coliform bacteria 
as evidenced by the water samples listed above. 

Inadequate fire protection in the area results in an increased cost for homeowners insurance. The 
insurance premium for a $50,000 brick home in the project area would be $367/year; with adequate 
water service and installation of fire hydrants, the fire department class would upgrade and the 
insurance premium would decrease to approximately $1 89 (50% reduction). This project would 
provide a much needed reduction in homeowners insurance costs to the LMI households in the area 
which alone could offset as much as 60% of the $24.90 surcharge ($367-$189=$178 savings 
$178/12 months = $14.83 which is 60% of the $24.90 surcharge). 

a Also a factor in the need of the project is the growth the area is anticipating in the coming years. The 
Kentucky State Data Center states that from 1990 to 1995, the state population increased by 
173,000 persons or 5%. During the entire previous decade, Kentucky grew demographically by less 
than 1%. Much of the growth has been located in the peripheral counties of the Louisville, 
Lexington, and Northern Kentucky metropolitan areas. These suburban areas attracted newcomers

G R A N T  A G R E E M E N T  
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1. GENERAL PROVISIONS 

A. Contents of Aareement 

This agreement shall consist of the following documents which are incorporated 
by reference as if fully set out herein: (1) the Grant Agreement and all exhibits to which this 
agreement refers; (2) the application. including the Statement of Assurances, and all State and 
Federal Law requirements to which the application and this agreement refer or apply: (3) the 
State of Kentucky Handbook for KCDBG Grantees currently in effect, plus any advisories; (4) 
any applicable administrative regulations; and (5) any amendments or modifications to any of 
the above referenced requirements.

B. General Definitions 

Unless specifically provided otherwise or the context otherwise requires, when 
used in this Grant Agreement: 

(1) "Act" means the Housing and Community Development Act of 1974, Pub. 
L. No. 93-383. as amended. 

(2) "Application" means the Commonwealth Small Cities Community 
Development Block Grant (CDBG) Application, and such other submittals, as are specified in 
Exhibit A of this Grant Agreement. 

(3) "Default" means any default set forth in Section 6-A to this Grant 
Agreement. 

(4) "Eligible Costs" means costs for the activities specified in Exhibit B of this 
Grant Agreement for which grant funds are budgeted as specified in Exhibit C of this Grant 
Agreement, provided that such costs (i) are incurred in connection with any activity which is 
eligible under Section 105A of Title I of the Act, and (ii) conform to the requirements of 
Attachment B of Office of Management and Budget Circular A-87 (Cost Principles Applicable to 
Grants and Contracts with State and Local Government), as may be amended from time to 
time. For purposes of determining the conformity of costs to said Attachment B, all costs set 
forth in Section C thereof may be considered eligible without prior approval of the 
Commonwealth. 

(5) "Environmental Conditions" means the condition imposed by law. 
particularly 24 CFR Part 58, and the provisions of the Grant Agreement which prohibit or limit 
the commitment and use of grant funds until certain procedural requirements have been 
completed.

(10) "Program Income" means the CDBG portion of (i) any income earned 
by Recipient, or an agent or agency of Recipient, from the disposition of real or personal 
property acquired in whole or in part with grant funds; (ii) the repayment proceeds (including 
principal and interest) of any loan made in whole or part with grant funds; (iii) any other 
revenues defined as program income in 24 CFR Part 570, Subpart J. The "CDBG portion" 
means an amount computed by applying the percentage of participation of CDBG funds-(i) in 
the acquisition cost of the property to the total income from the disposition of such property, (ii) 
in the amount of the loan to the total repayment proceeds of such loan, or, (iii) in the cost of an 
activity to the total income from such activity. 

(1 1) "Participating Party" means any person, firm, corporation or funding 
source identified as such in Exhibit A and/or B of this Grant Agreement.

(15) "CDBG" means a grant guided by Title I of the Housing and Community 
Development Act of 1974, as amended and those regulations set forth in 24 CFR Part 570, 
Subpart I, as may be amended from time to time and all other applicable Federal and State 
regulations and laws and assurances signed by Recipient at the time the Recipient's Application 
was submitted. 

(16) "Commonwealth" when not used to designate the territory of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky I shall mean the Commissioner of the Department for Local 
Government or any other person to whom the Commissioner has delegated authority to act with 
respect to matters covered by this Grant Agreement.

2. AMOUNT AND AUTHORIZED USES OF GRANT FUNDS 

A. Grant Assistance Provided 

In consideration of the various obligations undertaken by the Recipient pursuant 
to this Grant Agreement, as represented by the Recipient in the Application, the Commonwealth 
agrees, subject to the terms and conditions set forth herein, to provide the Recipient with grant 
funds in the amount specified in Exhibit A of this Grant Agreement. 

B. Authorized Uses of Grant Funds 

The grant funds provided to the Recipient pursuant to this Grant Agreement shall

administrative action, which action may include, without limitation, suspension or termination of 
the Recipient's funding under this Grant Agreement. 

(3) The disposition of any grant funds that remain available following 
completion of the Project. termination 'of this Grant Agreement by the Commonwealth, or 
termination of the Project for any cause, shall be in accordance with closeout procedures then 
in effect or established by the Commonwealth including provisions of OMB Circular A-133, and 
the Recipient shall not have any rights to such grant funds. 

8. lncurrina Costs for Proiect Activities 

(1) The use of grant funds is conditioned upon the Recipient incurring costs

reimburse or to be reimbursed out of grant funds shall be governed by the provisions of this 
Grant Agreement applicable to the payment of costs and the release of funds by the

(7) Except for approved eligible administrative and personnel costs, none of 
the recipient's designees, agents, members, officers, employees, consultants or members of its 
governing body in which the program is situated, and no other public official of the recipients of 
such locality or localities who exercises or who has exercised any functions or responsibilities 
with respect to the project during his or her tenure, or who is in a position to participate in a 
decision-making process or gain inside information with regard to the project, has or shall have 
any interest, direct or indirect, in any contract or subcontract or the proceeds thereof for work 
performed in connection with the project or in any activity. or benefit therefrom, which is part of 
this project at anytime during or after such person's tenure unless all procedures 'for an 
exception have been. documented and submitted in writing to the Kentucky Department for 
Local Government and the Kentucky Department for Local Government has approved such 
exception. 

The procedures for requestjng, documenting, and submitting a request for an exception from 
the Conflict of Interest provisions shall include the applicable procedures delineated in 24 CFR 
570.489(h)(4); KRS 99.350(8); KRS 61.252( 1); and the local community ethics code.

(1) The Recipient shall keep and maintain such books, records and other 
documents as shall be required under rules and regulations now or hereafter applicable to 
grants made under the CDBG Program, and as may be reasonably necessary to reflect and 
fully disclose the amount and disposition of the grant funds, the total cost of the activities paid 
for in whole or in part with grant funds, and the amount and nature of all investments relative to 
such activities which are supplied or to be supplied by other sources. 

(2) All such books, records and other documents shall be available at the 
office of the Recipient for inspection, copying, audit and examination at all reasonable times by 
any duly authorized representative of the Commonwealth, HUD, the General Accounting Office 
and the Inspector General of the United States. 

B. Site Visits 

Any duly authorized representative of the Commonwealth or HUD shall, at all 
reasonable times, have access to all portions of the Project until completion of all closeout 
procedures and final settlement and conclusion of all issues arising froT this grant.

A default shall consist of any use of grant funds for any purpose other than as 
authorized in Exhibits B and C of this Grant Agreement; or any breach of any covenant, 
agreement, provision, or warranty (i) the Recipient made in the Grant Agreement; (ii) the 
Recipient made in any agreement entered into between the Recipient and any Participating 
Party relating to the Project; (iii) any Participating Party made in any agreement specified in 
Exhibit D of this Grant Agreement, or; (iv) of the time frame specified in Exhibit B of the Grant 
Agreement.

B Remedies UDon Default 

(1) Upon occurrence of any default as described in Section 6-A, the 
Commonwealth may suspend the Recipient's authority to draw grant funds at any time by 
notice to the Recipient. If a default is not cured within thirty (30) consecutive days from notice 
of such default by the Commonwealth to the Recipient, the Commonwealth may continue such 
suspension or by delivery of. notice terminate this Grant Agreement. In the event of a 
termination, the Recipient's authority to draw funds shall have terminated at the date of the 
notice of termination and the Recipient shall have no right, title or interest in or to any grant 
funds remaining.

(3) The document may, in conjunction with the foregoing or in lieu thereof, 
describe a procedure whereunder, in the event of any sale of the property within the period 
specified in Exhibit 0 of the Grant Agreement, the amount of grant funds which benefited the 
beneficiary shall be repaid by the beneficiary to the Recipient. Such procedure may include a 
pro-rata reduction of the amount to be repaid, based upon the time elapsing between the date 
of the initial purchase of the property and its disposition by the beneficiary. The document must 
either specify the amount of the grant funds which benefited the beneficiary, or set forth a 
formula or agreed method for determining such amount. The document shall be executed and 
authenticated in such manner and form as may be required to authorize its recordation, as if a 
lis pendens and the document shall be so recorded.
